nations. In fact, Sir Cecil .ad- 
nits that during the first seven 
months of the year the exports’of 
American cotton from Eneland 
increased 114,000 bales, this being 
the same cotton seized ‘‘by mis- 
apprehension.’’

Our 
position is not based on our pov- 
erty or on British prosperity. We 
are simply asserting neutral 
rights against the arrogance of 
belligerents, and we deserve the 
thanks of all neutrals, present and 
future.
